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INTRODUCTION 


Even in its most perfect state, where powers are well-defined and fairly 
distributed, a federal system of aovernment is beset by difficulties. 

There is a constant state of tension between the different levels of 
government, each one jealously guarding it's areas of jurisdication against 
enroachment by the others. At the same time, there must be cooperation 
between the various levels on matters of mutual concern. 


The Fathers of Confederation attempted valiantly to define precisely areas 

of jurisdiction. The provincial governments were granted rights to ex- 
clusive action in certain areas while the federal government undertook res- 
ponsibility for others. It was by no means a perfect system, but spheres 

of jurisdiction were agreed upon, responsibilities were accepted and points 
of potential conflict were kept, it was hoped, to a minimum. Although the 
form of Canadian federalism was shaped by the realities and needs of the 
nineteenth century, certain change was inevitable and provisions were made 

to accommodate change. These changes, when they did come, inevitably 
brought conflict because as government social programmes became more and 

more the norm, the provinces found themselves unable to pay for the program- 

mes on their own since they had transferred much of their revenue sharing 
powers to the federal government as part of the Confederation agreement. 
Consequently any solution would involve either federal participation in 

areas of provincial jurisdiction or a return to tne provinces of taxing 
powers. Since the federal government was unwilling to agree to the latter 
possibility, some federal participation was inevitable. Since the provinces 
needed more money and since the federal government had control over the major 
revenue raising areas, the reasonable solution was for increased subsidy pay- 

ments to the provinces. 


The problem was complicated in the early years by the centralism - provincial 
autonomy debate. The federat government was determined to demonstrate its 
Superiority within Confederation and refused to deal directly with the pro- 
vinces. Sir John A. MacDonald held that if the Premiers of the provinces 
wished to confer with the Prime Minister of Canada, they should do so 


through proper channels, that is, through the office of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 


The provincial leaders, particularily Mowat of Ontario and Mercier of Quebec - 
both strong advocates of the contract theory of confederation - did not take 
kindly to this opinion and urged direct talks between the Prmiers of the 
provinces and the federal government. 


The provincial Premiers were convinced of the necessity of a conference so 
the first conference of first ministers was convened by Honore Mercier the 
Premier of Quebec and was held at Quebec City, October 20-25, 1887. The 
Prime Minister of Canada, Sir John A. MacDonald declined to attend. 
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The success of this conference can perhaps be judged best by the fact that 
fifteen years passed before another such conference was organized. By this 
time, however, a major change had taken place. The Liberals were now the 
ruling party and - at that time - were far less attached to the concept of 
centralist power than MacDonald and his followers had been. Although the 
Prime Minister, Sir Wilfred Laurier did not attend the 1902 first Minister's 
meeting held in Ottawa, the conference was viewed favourably by the federal 
authorities. 


The next conference held in Ottawa on October 8, 1906 set a precedent. It 
marked the first time that the Prime Minister of Canada and the Premiers 

of the provinces conferred directly on matters of mutual interest. This 
precedent, however, did not by any means lead immediately to numerous first 
ministers conferences. Indeed the federal and provincial premiers met only 
intermittently over tne next twenty years. At many of tnese meetings the 
provincial premiers conferred among tnemselves and then transmitted the 
results to the federal government. 


A catalyst to somewhat more frequent conferences was the Great Depression. 
The first ministers of the Federal and Provincial governments met in con- 
ference in 1931, to discuss the proposed Statute of Westminster and in 
1933, 1934 and 1935 hoping to find a way out of the economic malaise. 


Their efforts did not meet with overwhelming success and perhaps as a 
consequence only two conferences were held during the next fifteen years. 
One was held in 1941 to discuss and to reach agreement on the implementation 
of the recommendations of the Report of the Royal Commission on Dominion - 
Provincial Relations. The other, held in two sessions - August 1945 and 
April/May 1946 - was concerned with the problems of post-war reconstruction. 


Between 1887 and 1945/46 onlv 16 first ministers' conferences were held, 
indicating either that the areas demanding mutual participation were few or 
that existing means of mutual action at other levels were satisfactory. This 
soon changed. The decades following the Second World War saw a dramatic 
increase in the number of social services provided for all Canadians thanks 
to the participation of the federal government. This increase in social 
services and federal participation in areas nominally under provincial 
jurisdiction was accompanied by an equally dramatic increase in the number 
of federal-provincial conferences involving first ministers. In fact, be- 
tween 1950 and 1976 Canada's first ministers met in conference 36 times, 
mostly at the request of the federal government to discuss constitutional, 
fiscal or social service matters. 


This collection contains references to 52 conferences held since 1887 involving 
the Prime Minister of Canada and at least one provincial premier. An exception 
to this guideline was made with reference to some early conferences involving 
Only provincial premiers since the topics discussed were of a federal-provincial 
nature and since the federal government was, in most cases, advised of the 
results. The only other exception involves the 1967 Confederation of Tomorrow 
Conference held in Toronto. The Premier of Ontario, John Robarts, had urged 
Prime Minister Pearson tc call a conrerence to discuss the future direction of 
confederation. When Mr. Pearson failed to take any action on his proposals 

Mr. Robarts took the initiative and called the conference himself. Mr. Pear- 
son was invited, but declined to attend, sending instead a number of observers. 
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This conference is included in this series because it involves a 
discussion of the nature of federalism and provides some background for 
the later constitutional conferences. 


Finally one last note. Although every effort was made to provide information 
on every meeting in conference involving the Prime Minister of Canada at 

least one provincial premier, it is conceivable that something has been 
overlooked. Also documents for someof the conferences listed in the Guide 
could not be located for filming. Thus conferences numbers 23, 24, 25, 47, 48 
and 50 lack documentation on fiche. However, reference has been provided 

in the Guide to some contemporary accounts of these conferences to provide 
researchers with access to some information. No attempt has been made to 
provide a list of all such references. We have tried only to provide an 
indication of where some information might be found for these conferences.

1. 1887 _Interprovincial Conference Quebec City, October 20-28, 1887 


Convened by: Honore Mercier, Premier of Quebec 


The conference was attended by the Premiers, with their advisers, of Ontario, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Manitoba. The federal government, though 
invited, declined to attend. The delegates occupied themselves extensively with 
areas of federal-provincial concern, seeking extensive modification of the con- 
stitution to allow for greater provincial autonomy and asking for a new schedule 
provided increased subsidies for the provinces.

This conference was attended, by the Premiers of Quebec, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward Island and Manitoba. The provincial leaders limited their 
discussion on this occasion to the question of subsidies. They revised the 
proposals of the 1887 Conference and submitted the results to the Federal 
Government which, while not attending, was favourably disposed toward the meeting.
